SECTION  2.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Public  Health  Officers  The  Public  Health  Inspector  is  Mr.  Wm.  D. 
Morgans  who  holds  the  appointment  jointly  with  Hay  Rural  and  Hay  Urban 
Di strict  C o un c i 1 s . 

Laboratory  Facilities  Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at 
Hereford  and  Carmarthen.  Water  samples  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  County  Hospital  Hereford,  for  bacteriological  examination. 
■Any  investigations  required  in  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  are 
also  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Hereford* 

Nnrsin/g  and  Other  Facilities  The  Radnorshire  County  Council  is 
responsible  for  these  services.  The  County  Council  also  administer 
the  maternity  and  child  'welfare  clinics  where  treatment  is  available 
for  minor  ailments,  dental,  eye  and  orthopaedic  defects. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  polio-myelitis  and  whoo ping-cough 
is  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 

Hospitals  The  hospital  needs  of  the  district  for  all  diseases , apart 
from  infectious  diseases,  are  provided  for  at  the  County  and  General 
Hospitals  in  Hereford.  few  cases  are  also  admitted  to  Brecon  and 
Llandrindod  Wells  Hospitals.  Hereford  and  Merthyr  Tydfil  Isolation 
Hospitals  receive  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Post-Mortem  Facilities  Post-mortem  examinations  are  performed  by 
the  Pathologist  at  Hereford  County  Hospital.

SECTION  3.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Water  Supplies 

The  Radnorshire  and  North  Breconshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
the  water  supplies  in  the  district.  Water  is  extracted  from 
Llanbwchllyn  Lake  and  the  River  Wy0  at  Llyswen;  fully  treated  at  the 
Purification  Plants  and  supplied  to  the  mains  throughout  the  district.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  position  with  regard  tc  public  sewerage  for  the  district  was  as 
follows ; - 


LI owes  Village 

The  Council  signed  a contract  with  Messrs  Lines  Bros (Abergavenny ) Ltd 
for  the  laying  of  sewers  and  the  construction  of  a sewage  disposal  v/orks 
for  this  village.  The  contract  was  satisfactorily  completed  during  the 
year  and  all  property  owners  were  informed  that  they  should  arrange  for 
connecting  their  drains  to  the  new  sewers. 

Clyro  Vi II  age 

The  Council  signed  a contract  with  Beechwood  Construction  Ltd.  for 
the  laying  of  sewers  and  the  construction  of  a sewage  disposal  works 
for  this  village.  The  contractors  commenced  work  in  August  1971  and 
good  progress  has  been  maintained.  The  completion  date  for  the  scheme 
being  9th.  May  1972. 

Painscastle  Village 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  prepared  and  submitted  amended 
drawings  for  the  sewage  disposal  works  for  this  village  so  that  it  could 
deal  with  double  the  existing  number  of  properties  to  take  into 
account  possible  future  development  in  the  village. 

The  Radnorshire  County  Council  and  the  Wye  River  Authority  approved  the 
revised  proposals. 

The  District  Valuer  continued  his  negotiations  with  the  landowner  for 
purchase  of  the  land  required  for  the  sewage  disposal  works . Purchase 
of  the  site  was  delayed  for  some  time  due  to  change  of  ownership,  but 
is  was  anticipated  that  terms  would  be  agreed  at  an  early  date,  so  that, 
tenders  could  be  obtained  and  work  commenced  during  1972. 

General 

A sewage  works  maintenance  team  is  employed  by  the  Council,  jointly 
with  Hay  Rural  and  Hay  Urban  District  Councils,  comprising  two  workmen 
with  small  van  fitted  out  with  the  necessary  tools  and  equipment  for 
regular  maintenance  of  all  sewage  disposal  w orks.  The  emptying  of  the 
tanks  and  cesspools  is  undertaken  by  a local  contractor. 

Public  Convenience  at  G1  as  bury 

The  Council  approved  the  erection  of  a public  convenience  in  the 
village  of  Glasbury,  tenders  were  obtained  and  a contract  signed  with 
Messrs  Howells  & Jones.  Work  was  commenced  on  the  erection  of  the 
building  in  1971.

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Public  Cleansing 

The  refuse  collection  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Council’s  workmen 
and  lorry  jointly  with  Hay  Rural  and  Hay  Urban  District  Councils  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector;  the  refuse  being 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Clyro  refuse  tip. 

Refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  in  the  parishes  of  Clyro,  Llowes, 
GlaSbury,  Boughrood  and  Llanstephan,  and  monthly  in  the  parishes  of 
Bryngwyn,  Llandi lo-Graban,  Llanbedr-Painscastle  and  Llandewifach*

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SECTION  4.  HOUSING 


The  Council  own  51  houses  including  the  8 Old  People's  bungalows  at 
Glasbury  and  one  old  cottage  in  the  village  of  Llowes. 

Housing  Site  at  Boughrood 

The  Council  accepted  a tender  from  Drury  South  Western  Limited  for  the 
erection  of  two  3-bedroom  houses  and  four  2-bedroom  bungalows  together 
with  6 garages,  sewage  disposal  works,  service  road  etc*  on  the  old 
railway  station  site  at  Boughrood.  The  tender  was  approved  by  the 
Welsh  Office  and  work  will  be  commenced  during  1972* 

Housing  Site  at  Llowes 

I'he  Council  accepted  a tender  from  Drury  South  Western  Limited  for  the 
erection  of  three  3-bedroom  houses  and  two  2-bedroom  bungalows  together 
with  5 garages,  service  road  etc.  in  the  village  of  Llowes. 

The  tender  was  approved  by  the  »nelsh  Office  and  work  will  be  commenced 
during  1972* 

Housing  Site  at  Clyro 

The  Council  purchased  a field  in  the  village  of  Clyro  (1*43  acres) 
for  the  erection  of  14  houses,  and  Radnorshire  County  Council  granted 
approval  for  the  layout  drawings . 

The  Council  accepted  a tender  from  Drury  South  Western  Limited  for  the 
erection  of  the  fourteen  3-bedroom  houses  together  with  14  garages, 
service  road  etc.,  and  details  were  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Office  for 
approval  of  the  tender.  Work  is  expected  to  commence  in  1972. 

Private  Housing 

The  Council  has  set  aside  part  of  their  Housing  Site  at  Boughrood 
for  3 private  dwellings  and  these  will  be  sold  to  private  developers. 

There  were  8 private  dwellings  erected  in  the  District  during  1971 
making  a total  of  58  private  dwellings  erected  since  1946, 

Housing  Grants 

Nine  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  approved  during  the 
year  for  a total  of  £9,368.  Three  applications  for  Standard  Grant 
were  also  approved  for  a maximum  figure  of  £1,043.
